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Phone numbers now a perfect 10

From this day forward, communi¬ 
cation in Alberta will never be the 
same again. 

Every phone call placed across 
the province, long-distance or not, 
won't be connected immediately 
without dialing three magic num¬ 
bers beforehand. 

"If you haven't programmed your 


cellphone, your speed dial or your 
fax machines, it's the time to get it 
done," said Shawn Hall, Telus com¬ 
munications liaison. 

Communication in the province 
has exploded. Now, the average in¬ 
dividual has three phone numbers 
or more. As a result, we're running 
out of numbers, fast. 

"This move is necessary, because 
780 and 403 are running out of 
phone numbers," Hall explained. "If 


we didn't introduce a new area 
code, parts of Alberta would run 
out of phone numbers by next year." 

After today, if you sign up for a 
new phone number, there is a good 
chance you'll be assigned one that's 
preceded with the new 587 area 
code, regardless of where you live. 

"We've pretty much run out of 
prefixes, so what you might notice 
is that your friend down the road 
might get a new cellphone and get a

If callers forget to punch in the 
area code, a reminder message will 
play before the call is connected. 
The “permissive dialing period" 
will run until Sept. 8, after which, 
no calls will be connected without 
those three magic numbers. 


587 rather than a 403 or 780." 

Hall said the way long-distance di¬ 
aling is completed is the same, and the 


way to differentiate between long¬ 
distance and local, is whether or not a 
1 belongs in front of the area code. 

Communications industry offi¬ 
cials have been warning about the 
changes for months, and are easing 
callers into the habit of dialing ten 
digits for the rest of the summer. 

"People are going to get so tired of 
hearing that annoying recorded 
message," said Jeff Meerman, a Bell 
spokesman.

Dion, who has touted his 
carbon tax plan last week as 


a green shift for Canada, said 
it would collect $15.4 billion 
in new taxes from Canadian 
industries that produce high 
carbon emissions. 

The cash generated from 
the new taxes would go 
straight to the consumers' 
pockets in tax breaks as they 
are struggling with high en¬ 
ergy costs, said Dion. 


Stelmach says he doubts 
how Dion's plans would work 
since Alberta government 
number-crunchers say giving 
industry huge tax burdens 
would only harm consumers. 

"(This plan) is going to hurt 
agriculture, it's going to hurt 
the manufacturing sector be¬ 
cause, remember folks, we're 
competing with countries 


around the world that don't 
have the same rules that we 
are playing by," said Stelmach. 

"It's going to diminish our 
global competition im¬ 
mensely." 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper said in a conference 
last week that Dion's proposal 
would "screw everybody."

Fees probe launched 


Province checking 
to see if Chinese 
charged to work

The province will launch an

"It's a bit of a complicated 
issue because the federal 
government is involved, but 


we are investigating the mat¬ 
ter very well, very thor¬ 
oughly," said Stelmach. 

Stelmach says the investi¬ 
gation will determine who 
received the money that 
went missing from one of the 
worker's bank account after 
his life insurance was paid 
out, along with when the 
transaction took place. 

"We will be able to report 
that back to the public," said 
Stelmach.

Soldier’s funeral 
takes place today

An Edmonton-based soldier 
who died in a motorcycle 
crash last week will be 
mourned by family 
and friends at a mili¬ 
tary funeral today in 
Sault St. Marie, Ont.

Mitchell Catcher, 
19, has been charged 
with impaired driv¬ 
ing causing death in 
relation to the crash and will 
appear in a Fort Saskat¬ 
chewan courtroom Thurs¬ 
day. 

Roberts will be cremated 
following the service. 


Six wounded 
in brutal attack 

A group of teens are recover¬ 
ing after they were brutally 
attacked over the weekend 
with bats, shovels and pep¬ 
per spray.

Union head suspicious 
of Air Canada layoffs 


The head of CUPE is calling 
the recent Air Canada an¬ 
nouncement to slash jobs 
"suspicious" in timing and 
nature. 

The Canadian Union of 
Public Employees (CUPE) na¬ 
tional president Paul Moist 
told Metro exclusively that 
Air Canada's 
plan to slash 
2,000 jobs is 
convenient at 
a time when 
gas prices are 
rising. 

"The out¬ 
look for the industry is seri¬ 
ous, but we're suspicious 
about the emphasis, timing 
and intent of this announce¬ 
ment," Moist said. 

He also pointed out airline 
industry expert Joseph D' 
Cruz's assertion to CBC last 
week that "there is no evi¬ 


dence Air Canada is in serious 
difficulty." 

CUPE represents 7,000 Air 
Canada flight attendants, 
many of whom fear the loss 
of their job. 

'Air Canada seems to pre¬ 
fer to lay off its lowest-paid 
staff rather than let its high¬ 
est paid em¬ 
ployees leave 
voluntarily," 
Moist added. 

Air Canada 
spokesperson 
Angela Mah 
told Metro 
the cuts are a reflection of 
fewer flights due to high 
prices of gas. 

"The cuts are a direct re¬ 
sult of the flights we are cut¬ 
ting down. We're reducing 
the flights that have become 
unprofitable," she said.

Security tight for terror trial 


New scanner sees 
through clothing 

Security at the Kelowna In¬ 
ternational Airport will get 
to see a lot more of passen¬ 
gers today when they begin 
using new screening tech¬ 
nology that sees through 
clothing. 

The Canadian Air Trans¬ 
port Security Authority an¬ 
nounced that Kelowna's 
airport will test a body¬ 
imaging system that uses a 
radio frequency to create a 
three-dimensional image of 
passengers to detect danger¬ 
ous objects hidden beneath 
clothing. 

"Our voluntary pilot proj¬ 
ect will enable us to see if

Ottawa clamping 
down as bomb-plot 
case hits court 

Cement partitions and secu¬ 
rity fences are in place and 
there will be no 
parking in areas of 
Elgin Street today 
as a high-profile 
terror trial gets un¬ 
derway in Ottawa. 

More than four 
years after being 
arrested on crimi¬

Zimbabwean opposition 
leader Morgan Tsvangirai 
pulled out of a run¬ 
off election against 
President Robert 
Mugabe, saying a 
free and fair poll 
was impossible in 
the current climate 
of violence. 

Speaking only 
hours after his op¬ 
position Move¬ 
ment for Tsvan 9 irai 

Democratic Change (MDC) 
reported its rally had been 
broken up by pro-Mugabe 
youth militia yesterday, 
TSvangirai called on the UN 
and the African Union to in¬ 
tervene to stop "genocide" in 
the former British colony. 
"We in the MDC have re¬ 
solved that we will no longer 
participate in this violent, il¬ 
legitimate sham of an elec¬ 
tion process," he said. 

The MDC and TSvangirai, 


who beat Mugabe in a March 
29 vote but failed to win the 
absolute majority needed to 
avoid a second ballot, have 
repeatedly accused govern¬ 
ment security 
forces and militia 
of strong-arm 
tactics to ensure 
a Mugabe victory 
in the June 27 
poll. 

The veteran 
leader has 
presided over a 
ruinous slide in a 
once prosperous 
economy. Millions have fled 
the political and economic 
crisis to neighbouring states. 

Tsvangirai said there was a 
state-sponsored plot to keep 
84-year-old Mugabe in 
power. Mugabe has ruled 
since independence from 
Britain in 1980. 

"We in the MDC cannot ask 
them (the voters) to cast their 
vote on June 27, when that 
vote could cost them their 
lives," he said. reuters 


UN blames bad 
harvest, violence 

Darfur faces a food crisis this 
year as a result of a "perfect 
storm" of growing violence, 
overcrowding in refugee 
camps and a bad harvest, the 
United Nations said yesterday. 

The conflict in Darfur has 
prompted the world's largest 
humanitarian operation, 


which helps two-thirds of 
the region's six-million pop¬ 
ulation. 

But this year, a confluence 
of problems in the western 
Sudanese region could cause 
a spike in malnutrition rates 
and health problems, United 
Nations officials said. 

"Four years into a massive 
humanitarian operation ... 
this is the year I think where 


we are going to see a reduc¬ 
tion in (health) indicators as 
a result of this perfect 
storm," Mike McDonough, 
head of the UN humanitarian 
co-ordination office, said.

Veteran politician Grigory 
Yavlinsky stepped down as 
leader of Russia's Yabloko op¬ 
position party yesterday, with 
parting shots at President 
Dmitry Medvedev and his 
predecessor, Vladimir Putin. 

Yavlinsky, a 56-year-old 
economist who advised the 
Russian government at the 
start of the 1990s on the tran¬ 


sition from communism to a 
market economy, will be re¬ 
placed by the head of the 
party's Moscow branch, 
Sergei Mitrokhin. 

Yavlinsky said Putin and 
Medvedev were dependent 
on Russia's centralized power 
structures to rule the coun¬ 
try. 

"Our party has shown that 
we cannot be sold and act on 
our principles," he told a 
party congress where he an¬ 
nounced his resignation. 

The new Russian president 


promised to crack down on 
corruption and improve the 
rule of law, which led some 
political analysts to say he 
might take Russia in a more 
liberal direction that Putin, 
whom he succeeded last 
month. 

Yabloko has been critical of 
what it says is the repression 
of civil rights and democratic 
freedoms in Russia, but has 
lost ground to the pro-Krem- 
lin parties such as United 
Russia and Fair Russia.

Top exporter Saudi Arabia is 
ready to pump more oil for 
the rest of the year, although 
that is unlikely to tame 
record prices, Saudi Arabian 
Oil Minister Ali al-Naimi said 
yesterday. 

"I am convinced that the 
supply and demand balances 
and crude oil production lev¬ 
els are not the primary drivers 
of the current market situa¬ 
tion and that markets are al¬ 
ready well-supplied," Naimi 
said at the unprecedented 
meeting in Jeddah, Saudi Ara¬ 
bia, in response to record 
moves on the oil market. 

Saudi Arabia has already 
said it will produce 9.7 mil¬ 


lion bpd in July, marking an 
increase in output of 550,000 
bpd since May. For the longer 
term, Naimi said Saudi Ara¬ 
bia could increase its avail¬ 
able capacity by an extra 2.5 
million bpd above a current 
plan to reach 12.5 million 


bpd by next year. 

Apart from the short-term 
supply-demand balance, in¬ 
vestors have bought into fu¬ 
tures markets because they 
believe oil supplies will be 
under strain for the foresee¬ 
able future.

Canada calls for oil 
trade transparency 


Canada's Natural Resources 
Minister Gary Lunn said yes¬ 
terday he pushed at an emer¬ 
gency meeting in Saudi 
Arabia of oil producing and 
consuming countries for 
more transparency in global 
oil markets to allow supply 
and demand to be the biggest 
influences on prices.

Spain beat Italy 4-2 on penal¬ 
ties after a goalless Euro 2008 
quarter-final yesterday to 
end their shootout jinx and 
reach the last four of a major 
tournament for the first time 
in 24 years. 

They will now face Russia, 
who they thrashed 4-1 in 
their opening group game, 
thanks to substitute mid¬ 
fielder Gesc Fabregas who 
scored the decisive spot kick 
after Iker Casillas had saved 
two of Italy's penalties. 

It is the first time Spain 
have reached the last four 
since they got to the Euro¬ 
pean Championship final in 
1984 and came after they had 
lost three previous quarter¬ 


final shootouts in major tour¬ 
naments, all on June 22. 

The victory was also their 
first over Italy at a major 


tournament outside the 
Olympic Games. 

"It was about time we won 
one, we deserve it," said 


Casillas, who saved from 
Daniele De Rossi and Antonio 
Di Natale.

You could call it the curse of 
Blondie.

"You are really proud of 
your success, you are proud 
of the things you've written 
and done, yet it sort of 
haunts you in a way," says 
the 62-year-old grand dame 
of '70s New Wave glitterati.

Many artists near 
end of contracts 

As a string of high-profile 
hip-hop artists near the end 
of their record contracts, a 
question looming over their 
pending free agency isn't 
which major label they'll sign 
with but whether they 
should sign with a major. 

One prominent rap artist 
has already jumped ship: Jay- 
Z signed a long-term record¬ 
ing, publishing and 
management deal earlier this 
year with Live Nation. A Def 
Jam spokeswoman says Jay- 
Z has one album left on his 
contract with the label, but 
Def Jam head Shakir Stewart 
said recently that "we're still 
working it out." 

While few rappers can 
match the pull and mar¬ 
ketability of the former Def 


Jam president, big names 
like 50 Cent, LL Cool J and 
OutKast will soon be on the 
market as well. Although 
they may ultimately re-sign 
with major labels, their 
camps have indicated that 
they are at least contemplat¬ 
ing the possibility of a future 
without a major-label deal. 

LL Cool J will complete his 
three-album deal with Def 


Jam with the Aug. 5 release of 
Exit 13. By the end of the year, 
50 Cent is expected to put out 
Before I Self Destruct, the 
fourth and final album on his 
Interscope deal. OutKast owes 
LaFace/Zomba three more al¬ 
bums under the duo's four- 
album contract, with all three 
releases expected this year 
and next. Tiphanie Watson, 
co-manager for OutKast's Big 


Boi, says the duo hasn't de¬ 
cided yet whether to seek an¬ 
other deal with a major, but 
adds, "It's much more benefi¬ 
cial to do it on your own. For 
an artist with an established 
fan base, there's more than 
one way to come up with 
strategic branding." 

Notwithstanding Lil 
Wayne's first-week platinum 
sales for Tha Carter III, a con¬ 
temporary rap album is lucky 
to sell an average of 35,000 
copies in its first week. As of 
June 8, year-to-date U.S. sales 
of rap albums were down 25 
per cent from the same period 
of 2007, compared with an 
11.4 per cent drop in overall 
album sales. Meanwhile, 
unauthorized mixtapes, 
which recently have been 
among the most buzzworthy 
releases in hip-hop, have been 
reaching audiences through

CBC finally gets it right 


IN CASE YOU MISSED IT: 

Air India 182 , which aired 
last night on CBC, puts me 
in the rare position of not 
only recommending a CBC 
production that isn’t 
Dragon’s Den, but insist¬ 
ing that you make time to 
catch the film when it re¬ 
airs. 

CBC viewership figures, 
much as they might be 
spun to make it look like 
the national broadcaster is 
constantly on the verge of 
recovering its profile 
among viewers, suggest 
nonetheless that anything 
that airs on the network 
stands a worse chance of 
being seen by the average 
Canadian than a Simpsons 
re-run. 

If a kind of Pavlovian 
aversion to CBC program¬ 
ming should prevent any-

one from seeing Sturla 
Gunnarsson’s dramatized 
recreation of the 1985 
bombing of an Air India 
jumbo jet en route from 
Canada to England, it 
would be a shame, since 
this is exactly the sort of 
project the CBC should be 
commissioning, not occa¬ 
sionally but almost 
monthly, in a better world. 

Gunnarsson is the direc¬ 
tor who made the far bet¬ 


ter movie version of Be¬ 
owulf — the one that cost 
a fraction of Robert Ze¬ 
meckis’ recent heavily 
hyped travesty, with its 
embarrassing video game 
digital sheen. 

His retelling of the Air 
India 182 story borrows a 
few formal touches from 
Paul Greengrass’ United 
93 , but paces itself more 
gravely, as if in responding 
to the passage of time in 
which the tragedy has res¬ 
onated. 

Time flashes back and 
forth in the first half of 
the film, as the events 
leading up to the bombing 
come into focus, and then 
seems to blow apart in 
slow motion in the after- 
math of the disappearance 
of the plane over the 
North Atlantic. We’re al¬ 


lowed to understand how 
hard it would have been to 
prevent the bombing with 
what information the 
RCMP had up till this 
point — in situations like 
this, hindsight is in¬ 
evitably all too clear — 
while the underfunding 
and bureaucratic blunders 
of the country’s intelli¬ 
gence services make their 
appearance on cue; a mud¬ 
dleheaded CSIS policy of 
erasing wiretaps after hav¬ 
ing them transcribed 
would lead to two key sus¬ 
pects in the plot by Sikh 
extremists being acquit¬ 
ted. 

Even while it was hap¬ 
pening, the events sur¬ 
rounding Air India 182 
often seemed confusing, 
and there was an unfortu¬ 
nate tendency to treat it as 


an internal dispute within 
the Indian and Sikh com¬ 
munities — typifed by 
then-Prime Minister Brian 
Mulroney’s puzzling apol¬ 
ogy to the Indian govern¬ 
ment, but not the families 
of Canadians who actually 
died in the bombing. Gun- 
narson somehow manages 
to make it all clear, with¬ 
out swamping the film in 
details and lessening the 
still-raw emotional trauma 
that marks those left be¬ 
hind. 

Air India 182 re-airs next 
Sunday at 10 p.m. on CBC 
Newsworld, and deserves a 
few more airings and a de¬ 
cent life on DVD, if only to 
give the network a promi¬ 
nent model for how to ful¬ 
fill its mandate.
